Shock over plan to 
shut health centre 


ANGRY councillors have slam¬ 
med plans to close a walk-in 
clinic despite it having attracted 
22,000 patient visits in the two 
years since it opened. 

Haverhill Town Council accused 
NHS Suffolk of issuing a Christmas 
message to Haverhill residents: If 
you’re ill you’re a nuisance to us. 

The plans to close Haverhill’s Crown 
Health Centre next October came as a 
complete surprise to the town council. 

Earlier this year the centre, off 
Withersfield Road, topped a national 
patient satisfaction survey, but NHS chiefs 
say it has failed its original aim of reducing 
accident and emergency visits. 

Local people are being asked to give 
their views on the plan, which would save 
£1.2 million a year. 

Mayor of Haverhill Maureen Byrne was 
outraged. She said: “This is a slap in the 
face for the people of Haverhill. 

“The Crown was opened because of 
higher than average health problems in 
the town, and instead of dealing with that 
problem NHS Suffolk has decided to turn 
its back on us. Let’s not be fooled into 
thinking this is about better healthcare, it’s 
all about cuts. 

“There is a real feeling that the most 
vulnerable people in Haverhill are under 
attack. We will campaign tirelessly to 
persuade NHS Suffolk to change their 
minds.” 

The town council vowed to fight the 
closure and urged the public to make their 
feelings clear, direct to the NHS at

Anne Gower, chairman of the One 
Haverhill group, said after a meeting with 
NHS Suffolk’s director of primary care, 
Melanie Craig: “We left the PCT in no 
doubt that we are convinced by the figures 
that there is a need for a flexible, walk-in 
service in this town. 

“The final decision will be made in 
March, but I don’t get the feeling that they 
are going to do anything else but close it.” 

Melanie Craig said: “We want to provide 
the best level of healthcare to people in 
Haverhill and what people tell us about 
this proposal will help us do that. 

“It is vital that the limited resources of 
the NHS are used wisely, and this is why 
we want to know what people think about 
the proposed closure. 

“Healthcare services are already widely 
available in the area, with local GP 
practices providing a minor illness and 
injury service and local pharmacies 
providing invaluable advice on self-care at 
home.”

The cafe is 
open just one day a week, on 
Thursday from 11am to 4pm. 

So far appeals for a 
replacement manager to take 
over have failed to attract a 
volunteer to take over and the 
post needs to be filled for the 
cafe to re-open in the New Year. 

Helen said: “A group of us 
wanted to do something to 
promote community cohesion in 
the village and to provide 
hospitality, not of the pub type. At 
first we just hired the hall, but 
we were not making enough 
money to cover it. Then we 
joined the Community 
Association, so that we don’t 
have to pay hire charges. 

“It is free and we have a bit of 
play equipment. We get a lot of 
children with parents and grand¬ 
parents, who come for the day. It 
has worked really well as they 
all support and help each other. 

It has been more like a day 
centre since we started opening 
all day, four years ago. 

“We get people from Haverhill 
and even Birdbrook and Great 
Yeldham coming. We are all 
volunteers and it really does 
need someone to act as an 
anchor man for it.”

LIFETIME bandsman 
and local historian David 
Cawdell has written a 
book tracing the history 
of brass bands, which 
could feature bands from 
this area. 

The book entitled The 
Village Brass Band has 
nearly 100 photographs 
of bands and bandsmen, 
as well as detailed 
histories of more than 20 
local bands and snippets 
about many more.

The phenomenon of 
the British brass band is 
the largest example of 
amateur mass-music 
making the world has 
ever seen. 

In the 1880s there 
were more than 30,000 
bands in the UK. Every 
village had one, towns 
had several and cities 
had dozens.

why they flourished and 
then disappeared. 

Mr Cawdell has spent 
more than 60 years in the 
brass band world as a 
player and conductor. 

He was trained in the 
Salvation Army and later 
served for several years 
in the Band of the Irish 
Guards, taking part in 
ceremonial duties such 
as Trooping the Colour 
and the Festival of Rem¬ 
embrance as well as 
overseas concert tours to 
Canada, America and 
Australia. 

Now he divides his 
time between local 
history research and 
giving talks to groups on 
a variety of interesting 
subjects, including his 
work for 40 years as 
musical director of 
several operatic societies 
in Essex and Suffolk. 

He was recently 
appointed as musical 
director of Gislingham 
Silver Band, thought to 
be the oldest surviving 
brass band in Suffolk.

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Model’s outcry 
after club assault

A PART-TIME model who needed 
stitches in a lip wound after being 
punched in the face by a Hav¬ 
erhill woman has criticised the 
fact that her attacker only faced a 
charge of common assault. 

Mersedes lenner, 21, was left with blood 
pouring from her mouth after the attack 
at the De Niro’s nightclub in Newmarket 
in October. 

She had to go to hospital and have two 
stitches in her lip. She also suffered a 
dislodged tooth in the assault. 

Her attacker, Santanna Shepherd, 22, 
admitted assaulting Miss lenner and 
Iordan Burnside, when she appeared at 
Bury St Edmunds magistrates’ court. 
District ludge David Cooper commented 
that he believed she should have faced a 
more serious charge. 

The judge imposed a suspended prison 
sentence on Shepherd, ordered her to pay 
£500 compensation to Miss lenner and 
£100 to Iordan Burnside, as well as 
banning her from all pubs and clubs in 
Haverhill and Newmarket for 12 months. 

He also imposed a restraining order for

a year, banning her from contacting either 
of the victims. 

Shepherd, of Bartlow Place, Haverhill, 
was given a 16-week prison sentence, 
suspended for a year, and also ordered to 
do 100 hours of unpaid community work. 

After the hearing Miss lenner said: “I’m 


not happy. It should have gone further.” 

Miss tenner’s mother, Susan, who works 
as a prison officer, said they only found 
out when they arrived at court that the 
charge against Shepherd was the least 
serious. 

Mrs lenner said: “We though it did not 
seem right, then the prosecutor and the 
judge both agreed that it was the wrong 
charge. 

“The judge was very apologetic and said 
if was up to him she would have faced a 
more serious charge, but his hands were 
tied. I think it is some new way of keeping 
people out of prison. 

“Mersedes just went on an impromptu 
night out with three friends and they did 
not go out until late, about 10.30pm. We 
don’t know why she did it. We did used to 
live near her, but they were never friends. 

“Even when the bouncers dragged her 
off this other girl, she kicked out at 
Mersedes as she went past. 

“Mersedes had done a bit of part-time 
modelling, but she couldn’t after this - her 
face was a complete mess. She could not 
eat or drink it was a terrible time for her. 

“She would not go out at all after this 
happened and she has become really 
nervous since it happened.”

ups with surgeons, heart 
specialists and doctors that 
have come over from Great 
Ormond Street. 

“It has been a real worry, 
but they have been fantastic 
and made us feel so at ease 
and explained everything in so 
much detail so that we don’t 
feel in the dark. 

“The lung lesion is now 
stable and may not even affect 
our baby at all during their life 
and I thank them for being so 
prompt with their actions. 

“Rachel jumped at the 
chance to come and help out as 


her son, Teddy, was born with a 
rare heart condition and is part 
of the Great Ormond Street Tick 
Tock Club. 

“Kerri also had 
appointments with Great 
Ormond Street doctors and 
heart specialists during her 
pregnancy with her son, Noah, 
and they were very helpful and 
fantastic at keeping in touch. 


Twenty seven women 
attended the masterclass. 

Stacey said: “All the 
instructors were fantastic and 
we have had a lot of good 
feedback from it, which means 
there will definitely be another 
one very soon. 

“If we can raise £500 for a 
last-minute idea in two hours, 
then imagine what we could do 


with more organisation and 
time.” 

The cash was raised by 
having a charity bucket passed 
around, a donation sheet on the 
front desk, selling zumba 
themed cupcakes made by 
Hannah and Jo, and Haverhill 
acupuncture and therapy 
offering massages for 50p per 
minute. 


Council set to 
light up our 
festive nights 

STREET lights in the Haverhill area will 
remain switched on from dusk until dawn 
over the Christmas period and on New Year’s 
Eve. 

Because there is always an increase in 
activity over the festive period, Suffolk 
County Council will keep street lights shining 
all night on December 23,24, 25 and 31. 

Between December 26 and 30, street lights 
will also be left on until lam. 

Since October, many street lights managed 
by Suffolk County Council have been 
switched off between midnight and 5.30am 
as part of a new intelligent street lighting 
system. 

Adjustable settings make it possible for 
street lighting to be left on for longer periods, 
or remaining on all night, where it is 
necessary for safety and community 
confidence 

Councillor Guy McGregor, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder for roads and 
transport said; “We understand how 
important it is for people in our county to 
feel safe over Christmas and the new year, 
when they are more likely to be celebrating 
late into the night. 

“This is a perfect example of how the 
system is flexible and can be adjusted to suit 
the needs of communities at specific times of 
the year.” 

It is estimated the system will save the 
county council almost £900,000 a year in 
energy bills and carbon. 

Suffolk has an ambition to reduce carbon 
emissions by 60 per cent by 2025, and say the 
introduction of the system will deliver a C02 
reduction of over 4,000 tonnes by April 2013. 


Pile-up driver 
starts sentence 


Swapped seats with friend during police pursuit 


A DRIVER who caused a 
three-car pile-up while 
being pursued by police 
has been sent to a young 
offenders’ centre. 

Stefan Young, 20, who had no 
driving licence or insurance, 
drove on the wrong side of the 
road around blind bends before 
pulling out in front of traffic on 
the A134 at Sudbury. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday how Young had changed 
seats with the disqualified driver 
of a Ford Transit pick-up as a 
police car tried to get the vehicle 
to halt in November last year. 

Young, tried to escape after the 
pick-up crashed into a car which 
then collided with two others 
before hitting a lamppost. He was 
arrested close to the scene of the 
crash. 

Young pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving and no 
insurance or driving licence. He 
was sentenced to a total of 23 
months’ custody. 

The court heard that Young, of 
Dunsey Wood Close, Haverhill, 
also admitted a burglary at 
Sudbury’s Waitrose supermarket 
on June 21. 


borrowed from Jolly, who was last 
week jailed for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Jolly was convicted by a jury of 
being the driver of the pick-up, 
with whom Young had changed 
places, as it travelled through 
Sudbury at 30mph with a police 
car in pursuit. 

Two of the cars involved in the 
crash on the A134 which Young 
caused were declared write-offs. 

Young asked for an offence of 
attempting to steal copper wire 
to be taken into consideration. 

And he also admitted having 
been in breach of bail when he 
failed to turn up at court last 
week to be sentenced and also 
breaching a conditional 
discharge imposed in October 
2010 for the theft of turf. 

Samantha Leigh, defending, 
said although Young had caused 
the crash, no one had been 
seriously injured. 

Judge John Holt told Young that 
changing drivers while the pick¬ 
up was travelling along had been 
a “highly-dangerous manoeuvre” 
and the only reason there had 
been no serious injuries was that 
all had been modern vehicles 
fitted with airbags.

A LOCAL man has landed a top 
national award at a ceremony 
in London. 

Dr Tony Weston was named winner 
of the 2011 Outstanding Research 
Award by the British Association for 
Counselling and Psychotherapy and 
handed his award presented by 
comedienne Ruby Wax. 

During seven years of research, Dr 
Weston, who lives at Haverhill Road, 
Horseheath, and 27 counsellor 
colleagues at the University of East 
Anglia, researched effective talking 
treatment for people with depression, 
anxiety and distress following bereave¬ 
ment, relationship difficulties, work- 
related issues and other common 
problems. 

Studies involving 321 clients - 
including 137 of Dr Weston’s own at 
Counselling Haverhill - showed that 
therapy was most effective when the 
client felt genuinely understood and 
accepted by their counsellor.

Dr Weston said; “I’m delighted to have 
been given this award by BACP. 

This research adds to international 
findings about the effectiveness of 
talking therapies, the importance of 
good therapeutic relationships and 
will add to public confidence about 
the benefits of counselling. I’m very 
grateful to local people who have 
supported this research.’ 

Dr Weston works with local private 
clients, provides counselling on behalf 
of local employers and supervises the 
work of other local counsellors. 

He said; “I felt excited and privileged 
to receive my award from Ruby Wax.

“Everyone in the town was so 
supportive. I had hundreds of 
messages and cards. 

“I loved my time on the beat on 
the Chalkstone estate and I just 
wanted to thank everyone in the 
town who I have worked with. It 
is not farewell as I shall still be 
around, living in the town and 
possibly doing some voluntary 
work in the future. 

“I am quite proud that I have 
spent my entire career in 
uniform, on the frontline, I have 
never had a desk job.” 

PC Miller was also involved for 
many years with youth football, 
managing a Haverhill United 
team from under-9s up to age 17, 
then as an adult team.

T om Whit eley’s 
last school 
photograph tells 
a thousand words. 
Wearing a striped 
blazer and the most 
beautiful smile, it 
shows a carefree little 
boy; with a shock of 
blond hair and a 
golden suntan, he 
looks handsome, 
happy, out-going. 


Not long after that photo 
was taken, Tom returned 
from a school trip com¬ 
plaining of a headache. 
Within 10 days he’d been 
diagnosed with a brain 
tumour. Seven months 
later, aged 9, he died. 

To see his smiling face in 
that school picture, it 
seems impossible that Tom 
grew so ill so fast - and 
totally unreal that he’s died. 

“People have this 
perception of grief: that, as 
time passes, it gets easier. 

In fact it gets harder. It gets 
harder because the 
distance between you and 
the person you totally love 
grows and grows, and you 
can’t stop it,” says mum 
Debbie. 


“He was an amazing 
little guy. He was so 
handsome. And so kind. He 
couldn’t tell you a lie: he’d 
try, but he’d have to give it 
up straight away, he was 
rubbish... 


“I’m not saying he was

perfect: if he wanted 
something he’d go on and 
on and on until he wore me 
down! But he was a really 
lovely boy We miss him so 
much.” 

While he was ill, Tom 
went through brain 
surgery, gruelling chemo - 
which twice caused his gut 
to fail - and weeks of 
radiotherapy, which left 
him weak and in a 
wheelchair. It was, says 
Debbie, “just horrendous”. 

In the wake of his death, 
she and husband Andrew 
set up a charity Called 
Tom’s Trust, it has a very 
specific target: funding a 
full-time psychologist, to 
be based at Addenbrooke’s, 
who will support both 
children with brain 
tumours and their families. 
The aim is to raise 
£220,000, enough to fund a 
psychologist for three 
years. After that, the plan is 
to fundraise for psychol¬ 
ogists at other hospitals 
across the country 

“Tom met with 
psychologist Angela Kirkby 
twice,” explains Debbie. 
“She was brilliant with him 
and also helped Andrew 
and me. But she is part- 
time and looks after all the 
children with cancer in 
East Anglia: we felt straight 
away there needed to be 
more Angelas. 


“It’s about helping other 
children and other families, 
but it’s also about creating 
a legacy for Tom. He always 
wanted to be famous: I 
consider it my job now, as 
his mother, to do this for 
him.” 

Debbie decided to share 
Tom’s story both to 
promote Tom’s Trust and 
raise awareness of brain 
tumours in children. 

“When the symptoms 
began - the headache, 
vomiting - it never entered 
my head that he might 
have had a brain tumour. 

“If I’d read this story, I 
would have taken him 
straight to A&E and refused 
to leave. That could have 
saved his life. We don’t 
know for sure - it’s a ‘how 
long is a piece of string?’ 
situation - but if the 
tumour had been found 
earlier, who knows?” 

The Whiteleys, who live 
in Fowlmere, had been 
through some tough times 
before Tom fell ill. Maddy, 
their eldest daughter, now 
12, is diabetic. And Debbie 
herself has had health 
problems: she suffered 
with Graves Disease, an 
autoimmune disorder 
which causes symptoms 
including muscle weakness 
and fatigue. 

“I struggled to have the 
children and I desperately 
wanted a third. The doctors 
warned me it could cause 
the Graves Disease to flare 
up and, a month to the day 


Evie was born, it came 
back. 

“It might sound strange, 
but I didn’t really care. I had 
what I wanted: our three 
lovely children; a proper 
family” 

Tom adored baby sister 
Evie, now 6. “When he was 
ill she’d leave little notes on 
his Nintendo, saying things 
like ‘I really love you and I 
want you to get better’. It 
was heartbreaking stuff, 
stuff I’ll take with me to my 
grave.” 

Tom fell ill in the March 
of last year. A pupil at St 
Faith’s in Cambridge, he 
returned from a school trip 
saying his head ached. 

Over the next few days, he 
also started vomiting. 
Debbie took him to the GP 
twice, where he was given a 
thorough check-up, but the 
consensus was that he’d 
picked up some kind of 
virus. 

“Over the last four or five 
days, his behaviour was a 
bit strange,” adds Debbie. 
“He got really paranoid: the 
second time I took him to 
the doctor he was in a real 
panic about being in his 
school uniform. I told him 
not to worry, that it didn’t 
matter, but he was 
genuinely agitated.” 

One morning Tom woke 
in the early hours, literally 
screaming in pain. Andrew 
took him to A&E, while 
Debbie stayed home with 
the girls. “By the time I got 
there next morning, Tom

was sitting up in bed 
playing with his Match 
Attax and looking as if he 
was having a really nice 
time,” she recalls. 

Tom was then given a CT 
scan. “The consultant told 
us they’d found a huge 
tumour at the back of Tom’s 
head; we now know it was a 
medulloblastoma. Andrew 
actually passed out. I can’t 
really tell you what I 
thought or felt: it’s a blur. 

“We phoned our relatives 
and we cried and screamed 
and cried... And then we 
had to pull ourselves 
together and go back and 
sit with Tom. I spent most 
of that night crying in the 
corridor, pacing up and 
down like a caged animal.” 

The first stage of 
treatment was to drain 
excess fluid - described to 
Tom as being ‘like fizzy 
lemonade’ - which had 
built up around the 
tumour. Fitted with a 
shunt, he was allowed 
home for few days, before a 
seven-hour operation to 
excise the tumour itself. 

“He just didn’t want to go 
back into hospital: he hated 
being in there and he’d had 
enough,” recounts Debbie. 
“It was awful. As if the 
situation wasn’t bad 
enough, we had to wrestle 
him down the stairs, force 
him into the car and strap 
him in.” 

The surgery, however, 
appeared to be a complete 
success: the entire tumour 
was removed, with no 
complications. “He was in 
intensive care surrounded 
by machinery but, 
bizarrely, it didn’t freak me 
out,” Debbie continues. “I 
was just so bloody glad he 
was alive! 

“And, at the stage, it 
hadn’t even entered my 
head that he might have 
cancer. I don’t think I’m 
particularly stupid: I knew 
he had a tumour. But I 
don’t think my mind 
allowed me to consider it 
might be malignant.” 

Histology results showed 
the tumour was, indeed, 
cancerous. And tests on 
Tom’s spinal fluid revealed 
the worst: the cancer had 
spread down into his spinal 
fluid. 

Prescribed a 10-week 
course of intensive chemo, 
Debbie says Tom was very 
accepting of the situation. 
“We told him he had a 
lump in his head, which 
they had to take out. Then 
we told him it had dropped 
little seeds down his spine, 
which is why he needed 
more treatment. 


The chemotherapy made 
Tom incredibly sick. His gut 
failed twice, he had border¬ 
line kidney failure once, 
and lost both his hair and a 
painful amount of weight. 

Determined to keep the 
family unit together, 

Debbie and Andrew took 
the girls into hospital ‘to 
hang out with Tom’ as often 
as possible. But Debbie 
says they couldn’t have 
coped without both sets of 
grandparents, who took it 
in turns to stay in the house 
and look after the girls 
whenever necessary. 

In July, on completion of 
the chemo, the family got 
the news they’d been 
longing for: Tom was 
declared cancer free. “We 
took him home - he hadn’t 
been out of bed at all for 
three weeks - and he was 
soon out in the garden 
kicking a football with his 
cousin. We were just 
elated.” 

The next step was six 
weeks of radiotherapy (two 
sessions a day every day, 
save for weekends), after 
which the Whiteleys 
managed a few days’ 
holiday in Dorset. The 
radio left Tom weak and 
reliant on a wheelchair. 

But, ever determined, he 
battled back - and within 
weeks was back at school 
for an hour a day. 

“I watched him through 
the glass in the classroom 
door. He wore a cap most of 
the time, but he just took it 
off, not at all bothered. I 
remember thinking ‘Oh my 
god. He’s so brilliant’.” 

Due to start low-dose 
chemo - ‘a belt and braces 
thing’, to make sure the 
cancer was gone once and 
for all - Tom then had a 
whole series of pre¬ 
treatment tests, including 
anMRI. 

The scan showed a lump 
on Tom’s spine. “When they 
told us I shook all over,” 
says Debbie. “My hands 
were shaking so much I 
couldn’t take the tissues 
they were giving me... 
They said it could be a site 
of damage from the 
radiotherapy, or it could be 
the cancer. 

“I said ‘What is it most 
likely to be?’ and the 
answer was ‘Cancer’. I 
asked ‘How do you treat it?’ 
and the answer was ‘We 
can’t treat it’.” 

A lumbar puncture 
verified the lump was 
secondary cancer. Tom was 
given a matter of weeks to 
five. 

A passionate animal 
lover, he had always 


wanted to go on safari - so 
Debbie and Andrew 
decided to take the whole 
family on a luxury trip to 
South Africa. Getting flights 
and insurance for such a 
sick child was far from easy 
but, just six days after 
learning Tom was terminal, 
they flew off on the holiday 
of a lifetime. 

“It was an amazing 10 
days. There were moments 
when we actually forgot he 
was dying, then we cried 
ourselves to sleep at night. 
The girls didn’t know it was 
the last holiday we’d have 
as a family - even now, 
saying that doesn’t seem 
real - and we did so many 
wonderful things. Tom 
even got to ride on an 
elephant. 

“During the time he was 
ill he met the players of 
Manchester United and 
JLS: they performed just for 
him and his sisters. At the 
moment, thinking about all 
that just makes me sad; 
hopefully, in the future, it 
will be a comfort.” 

During a short break to 
Center Parcs - in which he 
cycled his bike, played on a 
climbing frame and went 
down every single water 
chute - Tom suffered a 
seizure. Doctors feared he 
might die that night; 
thankfully he rallied and 
was able to go home. 

Thanks to support from 
Each (East Anglia’s 
Children’s Hospices), Tom 
died at home, in his own 
bed, with all his family 
around him. It was 
November 8 last year, 
Debbie’s birthday. 

“Life without Tom could 
be very empty, but I want 
our daughters to have a 
childhood -1 don’t want it 
to be wiped out by all this 
sadness. Our two beautiful 
girls are our medicine: they 
keep us going. We can’t 
change what’s happened, 
but we can be positive 
about where we go from 
here. 

“Setting up Tom’s Trust is 
a big part of that: it’s 
something positive, and it’s 
a lasting legacy to our 
precious little boy.” 

■ Tom’s Trust will officially 
launch on February 4 with 
a black tie dinner and 
auction of promises at 
Corpus Christi College, 
Cambridge, at which 
author and Telegraph 
columnist Allison Pearson 
will give an after-dinner 
speech.

When did you start your 
business? 

DARREN WADDUP: Waddup 
Windows evolved around 20 
years ago.

“Christmas is the perfect 
time to make something 
special, whether it’s creating a 
home-made gift, like bulbs 
planted in a pretty, old teapot 
or antique bowl, or making a 
personalised stocking or 
vintage-style tree bauble,” says 
Moore. 

CHRISTMAS PUDDING 
BAUBLES 
You will need: 

Plastic baubles 
A circle of brown fabric to 
cover each bauble 
Embroidery thread and needle 
Ribbon 

Old lace doilies or piece of 
crochet 

Holly leaf shapes cut from 
green fabric 
Red beads 

STEP ONE: Begin by wrapping 
the fabric around the bauble 
and tying it tightly around the 
base of the hanging fitting with 
embroidery thread. Trim off 
the excess and then stitch 


across the fabric until it tightly 
covers the bauble. Make a few 
stitches to secure it and fasten 
off. 

STEP TWO: Thread the ribbon 
through the hanging fitting in 
the top of the bauble and tie it 
to create a loop. 

STEP THREE: Cut a circle of 
lace or crochet from a doily 
and scallop the edges. Make a 
little hole in the middle - large 
enough to fit around the 
hanging fitting - and place over 
the top of the bauble, pulling 
the hanging loop through the 
hole in the centre. Sew this in 
place with small stitches 
through the brown fabric. 

STEP FOUR: Sew on the holly 
leaves and the beads.

YOUNG people from 
across west Suffolk have 
been given a helping hand 
towards a fulfilling career 
thanks to a new scheme 
giving them the chance to 
earn while they learn. 

The project, which has 
received £43,800 in funding 
from West Suffolk Local 
Strategic Partnership (LSP), 
has given 40 teenagers the 
chance to complete an 
apprenticeship and earn a 
qualification while gaining 
workplace experience. 

The initiative has targeted 
young people who were 
previously not in education, 
employment or training from 
Haverhill, Bury St Edmunds, 
Brandon, Sudbury and rural 
areas. Those taking part are 
completing apprenticeships in 
a variety of vocations, 
including business admin¬ 
istration, equine studies, 
digital media, engineering, 
warehousing, hairdressing,

childcare and accountancy. 

Once they have completed 
their apprenticeships, it is 
hoped they will secure 
permanent jobs with local 
businesses, in turn helping 
reduce unemployment while 
boosting the economy. 

John Griffiths, chairman of 
West Suffolk LSP, said: 
“Apprenticeships are an 
important option for young 
people, as they offer them the 
chance to gain valuable 
workplace experience while 
learning. 

“As well as providing them 
with vocational skills, they 
work towards a qualification 
which can help kick-start their 
career. 

“We are delighted that the 
LSP has been able to support 
such a valuable scheme which 
will not only help some of our 
young people into work, but 
also provide the local economy 


with a boost in years to come.” 

It follows a successful pilot 
which ran between September 
2009 and March 2010. Funded 
by the LSP, it gave some 35 
young people the chance to 
take up an apprenticeship.

For the cake 

6 eggs (separated) 

150g caster sugar 
50g cocoa powder 
Itsp Vanilla extract 
Icing sugar to decorate 
For the Icing 
175g dark chocolate 
(chopped) 

250g icing sugar 
225g soft butter 
Itsp vanilla extract 
Preheat oven 180C 
■ In a clean bowl, 
whisk the egg whites 
until peaking, still 
whisking, add 50g of the 
caster sugar. Whisk until 
the peaks are holding 
up, but not dry. 

■ In another bowl, 
whisk the yolks and add 
the remaining sugar until 
the mixture is mousse¬ 
like, pale and thick. Add 
the vanilla and sieve in 


having any flour in the mix, 
which is great for those who 
suffer with celiac problems 
and cannot eat products 
containing gluten. 

The cake is fairly easy to 
make; you just need to be 
light-handed when it comes 
to rolling the sponge. 

The Yule log goes back to 


pagan days before 
Christianity The cake 
symbolises the French 
Norseman bringing back a 
large log from the forest to 
burn, giving light and 
warmth to the village for the 
winter months. This was also 
to honour the gods and hope 
for a good year to come. 


icing sugar mix until soft 
(I prefer to use my hand 
mixer). 

■ Then add the 
chocolate and stir to 
combine. 

■ Then spread some of 
your chocolate butter 
cream on to the flat, 
cooled cake. Using the 
parchment paper to help 
you, roll the cake up, 
long side facing you. 

■ Remove the paper 
and place your cake on 
a serving plate. 

■ Start to cover your 
cakes with the butter 
cream all over. Once 
covered, you can use a 
cocktail stick to make 
lines in the log to give it 
a wood effect. 

■ Then decorate 
however you like - 
maybe a little icing sugar 
for a snowy scene. 



the cocoa and fold in. 

■ Add a big spoonful of 
the egg white to the 
cocoa mix and stir in. 

■ Continue to add the 
egg white in thirds and 
fold in trying not to 
knock out the air. 

■ Line a Swiss roll tin 
with baking parchment 
and pour in the mix. 


Cook for around 20 
minutes. 

■ Let your cake cool a 
little, then turn out onto 
another piece of 
parchment paper. 

■ To make the icing, 
melt the chocolate and 
leave to cool a little. Put 
the butter in a mixing 
bowl and sieve in the

Pollard will be taking to 
the stage next week for 
Cambridge Corn Exchange’s 
Christmas show Annie. 

Visiting the venue ahead of 
opening night, dressed in a sparkly 
sequined top, knee-length socks and 
her trademark glasses, the stage and 
screen star - best known for playing 
the loveably ditsy Peggy in 80s 
sitcom Hi-de-Hi! - explained how 
Annie, as well as being a great 
family show, is just as relevant today 
as it ever was. 

“It’s a story of hope. It tells you 
that if things aren’t going well today 
then don't worry, because there’s 
always tomorrow. Also, when you 
think about it, it was written around 
the time of the Wall Street crash, and 
of course now it’s all happened 
again. 

“And of course all the songs are

“It’s a lovely part and she has a 
fantastic song called Little Girls, 
where she’s absolutely fed up, 
because little girls are all she ever 
sees and she just wants to wring 
their necks because they’re giving 
her a terrible time. But I always say 
she’s just misunderstood. She hasn’t 
found love, and nothing’s panned out 
how she wanted. So no wonder she’s 
turned to drink.” 

Born and educated in 
Nottingham, Pollard won hearts 
across the country as Peggy 
Ollerenshaw, the ambitious but 
hapless chalet maid, in Jimmy Perry 
and David Croft’s much-loved 
sitcom about a fictional holiday 
camp in Essex. Like many who 


watched it, Pollard harbours fond 
memories of the show. 

“We had tremendous fun. It’s 
lovely when people come up to you 
and say ‘Oooh, Hi-de-Hi!, that was 
marvellous! It takes me back! ’. It 
was a fantastic 10 years; we all grew 
up together. I went for a drink with 
Shaney (Paul Shane) not long ago 
for a catch-up.

THE sleuthing is elementary in 
Guy Ritchie’s action-packed 
sequel to his 2009 reinvention of 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s fictional 
detective. 

Holmes (Robert Downey Jr) 
has cut a swathe through the 
criminal fraternity of late 19th 
century London aided by trusty 
sidekick Dr John Watson (Jude 
Law), who is bidding farewell to 
crime-solving to marry Mary 
Morstan (Kelly Reilly). 

Newspapers are filled with 
headlines about bombings in 
Strasbourg and Vienna, the 
apparent overdose of a Chinese 
opium dealer and the death of an 
American steel magnate. 

Holmes deduces these events 
are linked to Professor James 
Moriarty (Jared Harris) and the 
sleuth persuades Watson to join 
him on one final adventure. 

En route, the double-act 
encounters gypsy fortune teller 
Sim (Noomi Rapace) and 
Holmes’s brother Mycroft 


(Stephen Fry), who is well- 
connected in the British 
government. 

A bruising battle of wits with 
Moriarty becomes personal when 
the diabolical professor promises 
to make Watson and his new wife 
suffer for Holmes’s meddling. 

For all its intellectual rigour, the 
film often feels like a series of 
ambitious action set-pieces which 
have been bolted together by 
screenwriters Michele Mulroney 
and Kieran Mulroney. 

Explosions and stunts are 
orchestrated at breakneck speed 
by Ritchie, whose use of slow- 
motion bloats the film’s running 
time. Downey Jr and Law ease 
back into familiar roles as the 


quixotic genius and his strait-laced 
foil, Rapace is suitably feisty in her 
first English-speaking role and 
Harris chews on every syllable 
with menacing intent. 

Eddie Marsan and Geraldine 
James reprise their roles as 
Inspector Lestrade and long- 
suffering landlady Mrs Hudson 
respectively, but neither gets 
enough screen time to make an 
impact. 

But there are some sparkling 
comic interludes, such as when 
Sim arranges a horse for Holmes 
to chase after Moriarty and the 
sleuth explains that he is averse to 
four-legged travel because 
“they're dangerous at both ends 
and crafty in the middle.”

Give hibernation 
a helping hand 



I F you see a hedgehog foraging 
in your garden at this time of 
year, chances are it’s been 
fooled by the weather. 

In fact, the hibernating period of many 
creatures, including frogs, toads and 
newts, bumblebees and ladybirds, is likely 
to be delayed thanks to the unseasonably 
warm temperatures - but does it matter? 

“Just because hibernation has been 
delayed doesn’t mean it’s all bad,” says 
Helen Bostock, 
left, senior 
horticultural 
adviser at the 
Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS). 

“The warmer 
weather has meant 
that all food 
sources for 
hibernating creatures, including berries, 
insects, slugs and snails, have also been 
available later on in the year and have 
given hibernating animals such as 
hedgehogs a few more weeks to build up 
their energy reserves for their big sleep 
period.” 

Problems generally occur if hibernation 
has already started in a cold snap and then 
the weather becomes warmer again. That 
causes the creatures to come out of a deep

sleep and start looking for food, using up 
precious energy set aside for their sleep 
period. 

The lack of a real cold snap has also 
given gardeners the chance to prepare to 
help hibernating wildlife once the cooler 
weather kicks in, to ensure the survival of 
vulnerable creatures over the winter. 

The RHS has now joined forces with 
The Wildlife Trusts to launch the Big 
Wildlife Garden competition, looking for 
the best wildlife gardens in the UK. It will 
take into account measures taken to help 
wildlife through the winter. 

So, how can we help our more 
vulnerable creatures through the winter? 

Kate Bradbury, wildlife expert at 
Gardeners ’ World magazine, which offers 
a guide to help wildlife during winter in its 
December issue, says: “Hedgehogs 


hibernate in leaf or log piles, thickets of 
grass, compost heaps and hedgehog boxes. 
They are at risk from lack of food and 
freezing temperatures. 

“If you see a hedgehog, leave out water 
and cat or dog food every day until it no 
longer takes the food.” 

If you disturb a hibernating hedgehog, 
careftilly put back its nesting material and 
leave it a dish of food. If you see a 
hedgehog during the day, call the British 
Hedgehog Preservation Society, she 
advises. 

Frogs occasionally hibernate in mud at 
the bottom of a pond, but more usually, 
along with toads and newts, hide 
themselves away under piles of damp 
leaves and rotting logs or in ditches, but 
may rouse on warm days and look for food. 

“If you uncover a frog while gardening, 
cover it back up, preferably with a thick 
layer of dry leaves,” Bradbury advises. 

Some frogs - particularly males - spend 
winter at the bottom of ponds, breathing 
through their skin. In severe winters, thick 
ice on ponds can trap noxious gases in the 
water, poisoning the frogs below. So if 
your pond freezes over, melt a hole in the 
ice using a pan of boiled water to allow the 
gases to escape. 

Toads and newts spend winter under 
stones or logs or buried in mud. If you dig 
one up, don’t try to re-bury it or return it 


to a pond. Instead, place it gently on a 
compost heap to find shelter of its own 
accord. 

Some buff-tailed bumblebees in the 
south of the UK don’t hibernate, but 
establish new colonies in the cooler 
months, so you may see workers foraging 
in your garden in winter among the 
mahonia and honeysuckle. All other 
bumblebees hibernate. 

If you uncover a queen, cover her up 
again or move to a very similar spot and 
leave a sugar solution made of equal parts 
sugar and water nearby to give her 
strength to find another hibernating spot. 

Most ladybirds spend winter in leaf 
litter or dense vegetation, but in an 
unheated room they will go into full 
hibernation. 

“If you come across ladybirds outdoors, 
or bring any in on Christmas greenery, 


place them under dry leaf litter. In wet 
weather, pop them in a shed or 
greenhouse,” Bradbury advises. 

If you spot a hedgehog or other 
hibernating creature before the onset of 
the colder weather, just leave it alone, says 
Bostock. They have their own triggers for 
hibernating. 

What we should worry about more is if 
a cold spell doesn’t come at all. 

“If we don't have a cold spell, it will 
have an impact which is hard to assess,” 
she says. “Hibemators are physiologically 
adapted to having a resting period. Their 
condition could be poorer if they don’t 
have a winter sleep. But if they have a 
shorter period of hibernation - at least 
four weeks - they should be fine.”

Brown quits as Rovers’ chief 
after row over misconduct rap 


I just can’t 
work with 
Suffolk FA 


any more 


STEVE Brown has resigned as Haverhill 
Rovers chairman following a row with 
the Suffolk FA over a misconduct charge. 

Brown, who had been in charge at the 
club for more than five years, gave his 
notice after what he described as ‘unfair’ 
treatment following a Rovers’ Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division match at FC 
Clacton. 

Suffolk FA upheld an allegation in the 
referee’s report that Brown had verbally 
abused the official, and issued a 
£100 fine. 

Brown appealed to the Suffolk FA’s 
disciplinary panel but, much to his fury, 
the original decision was upheld. 

“I can’t work with these people any 
more,” he said. “I don’t expect to be 
treated like that. 

“The way the Suffolk FA have handled 
this is not fair.” 

Brown said he had been applauding 
the players off the pitch after the match 
at Clacton when the referee told him he 
would be reporting him for misconduct. 

“I asked him why he’d be reporting me 
and he didn’t answer,” said Brown. “He 
also said he’d seen me in hospitality 
before the match, but he couldn’t have 
done because I didn’t attend the 
hospitality there. I only arrived at the 
ground at 2.40pm. 

“I had witnesses from Clacton and the 
guy I was with said I hadn’t been in 
hospitality.” 

Brown could have appealed to the 
main FA based at Wembley, but he said 


the costs involved meant it was not 
worthwhile. Even if you win you still 
have to pay the costs, so it’s not really an 
appeal.” 

Jairo Marin, football services manager 
at the Suffolk FA, said: “The Suffolk 
Football Association charged Mr Brown 
with misconduct in accordance with FA 
regulations upon receipt of the referee’s 
misconduct report in relation to the 
match against FC Clacton. 

“In line with standard procedure Mr 
Brown had the option to appeal this 
decision. 

“Suffolk FA’s disciplinary commission 
heard the case and finding the evidence 
against Mr Brown proven, fined him 
£100. Mr Brown was advised at the time 
he had the right to appeal the decision 
to the Football Association.” 

Brown added: “I’m sorry for Haverhill. 
I’m proud of what we’ve achieved at the 
club and I’ve thoroughly enjoyed it. 

“When I came the club was in debt, 
but it is now financially sound and I’ve 
overseen the move to the new ground.” 

Haverhill were due to hold a 
committee meeting on Wednesday night 
and an extraordinary general meeting is 
expected to be held in due course to 
elect a new chairman. 

First-team manager Peter Betts said: 
“The club is extremely disappointed to 
lose someone of Steve’s calibre. People 
don’t always see the hard work that goes 
into running the club, but what he has 
done for the club is phenomenal.”
